AIR PUTS LIFE IN SOILS.

Our best farmers are mindful of
the fact that the soll should be so cul-
tivated that it will admit of some cir-
culation of air. It is a well known
fact that there [2 not a seed which
will germinate, even In the richest
goil, unless a little alr is present., A
very important feature of good farme«
Ing is to determine just how much
nlw the soil should contaln or how
loose or compnct it should be. Hav-
ing too much air in the soll s as bad
as having none at all, and it takes
more than ordinary judgment on the
part of the farmer to determine when
the soll needs aerating or when it is
pired out too much. Alr In the soll
performs two very Important func-
tions—it liberates plant food and it
fs by the action of the air that de-
compogition and disintegration are
hastened. Without the air plant
food would not become liberated, and
the weeds and stubble that are turned
under would not begin to immediate-
ly decompose to make plant food and
humus, It is the air that causes ni-
trification of the soil, The soll con-
taing large amounts of plant food of
which but a small proportion is avails
able, It Is the circulation of the air
through this soil that causes this ni-
trogen to be liberated, Without air
the soll becomes dead and inert.—
Teh Farmer,
